Sir, 


I have the honour to transmit the Australasian Statistics for the year 1894. 


These returns have been delayed partly owing to pressure of other important 
work and partly to the preparation of new matter now embodied in these Statistics 
or the first time. Preliminary returns, however, containing the leading particulars 
were forwarded to the Government Printer on the 5th March, 3rd April, 20th May, 
and 25th September, and duly published in the Government Gazette. 


On the present occasion the subject of Public Finance has received special 
attention, the forms of the tables of Revenue and Expenditure having been entirely 
remodelled, and copious explanatory notes added, with a view of presenting more 
clearly the main features of the Public Finance Accounts of the various colonies. 


Although every effort has been made to classify similar items under each head, 
great difficulty has been experienced in this matter, owing to want of uniformity in 
the methods of keeping the accounts in the different colonies. For example, Victoria, 
New Zealand, and some of the other colonies exclude, as far as possible, transfers and 
refunds from their final statements ; whereas in New South Wales and Queensland 
the figures on both sides of the account are swelled by the inclusion of various cross 
entries, and, although several of these have been eliminated, there is reason to believe 


there are still others which do not appear on the surface. 


Moreover, eight new tables have been added to the series given in former years, 
viz., table V., embodying detailed particulars of Customs Revenue; table [X., showing 
the Internal and External Public Debt, distinguishing Debentures from Stock ; table 
X., Rates of Interest on Debt, and Annual Interest payable in London and Australia ; 
table XI., Dates of Repayment of Public Loans ; table XII., Finances of Munici- 
palities and other Local or Corporate Bodies ; tables XIV. and XV., Imports and 
Exports of principal articles ; and table XXXI., showing the principal Assets and 
Liabilities of Banks of Issue. 


The new tables relating to Public Debt show that, of the 2074 millions 
borrowed by the Australasian Governments, 196 millions were raised in London and 
only 114 millions in the colonies ; that, of the annual interest payable, £7,700,000 has 
to be remitted to London, and only £474,000 is payable locally ; also, that about 
5 millions of the debt will fall due within the current year (1896) and 124 millions in 
the next five years. The latter circumstance ought to stimulate the Australasian 
Governments to take concerted action with a view not only to secure general 
uniformity as to future loans in respect to rate of interest, currency, and periods of 
interest payments, thereby creating, without federation, one great Australasian Stock, 
which could readily be taken over at any time, without the necessity of conversion, 
by a Federal Government whenever constituted ; but also to obtain some reductions 
in the present heavy charges made for the flotation and management of Public 
Loans. 


The particulars given of the finances of Local Bodies are intended to supple- 
ment the information embodied in the tables of Public Finance by indicating the 
extent to which the State has delegated to corporations functions which were originally 
performed by itself alone. So far as the returns show’ the total revenue of these 
bodies is 43 millions, of which over three-fifths of a million is derived from the State in 
the form of subsidies, &c., and 24 millions are raised by local taxation ; whilst their 
loans (including Government advances) amount to nearly 27 millions. The returns 
are, however, incomplete. The system of Local Government does not appear to have 
been developed to any extent, except in Victoria, Tasmania, and New Zealand ; 
although, so far as area is concerned, the whole of Queensland is under the system. 
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From the Return of Banks it will be noticed that the bank deposits in these 
colonies now amount to close on roo millions sterling, as compared (see following 
table) with 23 millions in Public Savings Banks. 


The estimates of Population, referred to in the last Report, are still unsatis- 
factory, owing principally to the defective records of emigration by sea, a subject 
which should receive the close attention of the Immigration authorities. At the time 
of the last census (sth April, 1891) the aggregate population of the seven Australasian 
Colonies was in round numbers 3,809,300, and at the end of 1894 it was estimated at 
4,153,700, thus showing an apparent increase in 3} years of 344,400. This number is 
made up of 283,400 excess of births over deaths and 61,000 excess of arrivals over 
departures (net immigration), after rough allowances had been made for unrecorded 
departures by sea. Comparing the latter number with the net recorded immigration, 
viz., 88,500, it will be found that the total allowance made for unrecorded departures 
was 27,500; but, as 24,100 of this was deducted in Victoria alone, it would appear 
that either that colony allowed far too much or the other colonies far too little on 
this account. That too little has been allowed seems to be supported by the wide 
discrepancy existing between the net emigration (according to British returns) to 
Australasia from the United Kingdom—from which country the great bulk of our 
immigrants are drawn—viz., 15,700, and the assumed net immigration into Australasia 
from all other countries, as shown above, viz., 61,000. If the British returns be 
correct, the population of Australasia must be overstated by fully 40,000. 


Returns of Immigration and Emigration are, moreover, in other respects 
unsatisfactory, and are not, I believe, compiled on a uniform basis. In all the 
colonies persons arriving and departing are included in the returns without any 
distinction being made between bond fide immigrants and emigrants and visitors and 
passengers en route to other colonies or countries ; and then, again, the information 
respecting the countries of origin and destination is not only not uniform but of 
limited value, as the particulars furnished more frequently refer to the ports of origin 
or destination (or even ports of call) of the vessels than of the passengers. The 


whole question might well form one of the subjects for deliberation at an Intercolonial 
Conference of Statisticians. 


The table relating to Fiji (Appendix A) now contains information for seventeen 
years; but, as no information has been received from New Guinea since the last issue 
of these Statistics, the return for that colony still relates to six years. 


A summary of the Assisted Immigration into these colonies since 1850, grouped 
in decades, will be found in Appendix C. 


This being the twenty-second issue of the Australasian Statistics, the folding 
sheet at the commencement of the work now contains a summary of the principal 
items relating to each colony from 1873 to 1894, and in some instances to 1895. 


Although the figures dealt with in the tables relate to the year 1894, still, 
wherever possible, the particulars for a later year have been added in footnotes.

On the 30th June, 1895, there were 474 miles of street tramways (chiefly cable) in the metropolis of Victoria, constructed by a municipal trust at a cost of £1,705,794, but leased to 
a company, which works the lines, the traffic receipts from which in 1894-5 amounted to £348,293, and the passengers carried numbered 33,591,485 ; in New South Wales, in 1894-5, 61 miles of street tramways, all worked by steam power, except 44 miles 
of cable and z miles of electric tramways, constructed by the Government at a cost of £1,428,518, the gross receipts for the year being £282,316, the working expenses £230,993, and the estimated number of passenger journeys (allowing 28d. for each) 


24,638,000; in the metropolis of Queensland, 24} miles, including 153 of street lines, the gross receipts of which in 1893-4 were £25,717; and in Western Australia 8 miles of Government lines. There are other lines in the colonies named, but of less 
importance.

Nort.—The following additional information is for the year 1894:—Birth rate, 36°14; Death rate, 42°26; Marriage rate, 9°83, per 1,000 persons 
living. Jmmigration—The total number of arrivals in 1894 was 2,167, of whom 677 were Europeans. Emigration (1894)—Total departures, 1,758, 
of whom 524 were Europeans. 


Sources of Revenue—Customs duties, £37,677 5 other taxes, £26,878; other sources, £15,499. Heads of Expenditure—Interest on public debt, 
£9,335; Post Office, &c., £1,709 ; general administration, £29,321; law and protection, £15,702; public works, £8,395; other expenditure, 
£7,741. Public Debt—In 1894, consisted of £104,025 Imperial advances, bearing no interest, in aid of annexation, and in payment of compensation 
in respect of disallowed land claims; £100,000 for payment of liabilities of former so-called Government ; and £50,000 for public works and 
immigration, less £26,coo redeemed, pearing interest at 44 per cent.

® The total area alienated at the end of 1893 was 422,998 acres, and the area unalienated 4,530,922 acres. The amount realized by the 
State for sales of Jand to the end of 1888 was only £26,446, which, however, represents the price of but a small proportion of the acreage alienated. 
The majority of the grants issued were for lands acquired by whites and others previously to annexation, and these received their titles at the 
nominal price of One shilling.

Norrs.—The Finances are supplied by a sum not exceeding £15,000 per annum, for which the Colony of Queensland has made itself primarily responsible, Victoria and New South Wales contributing equally with Queensland towards this amount, 
Local revenue is applied in reduction of the sums payable by the contributing colonies, and any credit balance in the appropriation account must be written off at the end of the year. 


Crown lands may be alienated for agricultural purposes, at not less than 2s. 6d. per acre, conditional on the introduction of some new industry. Where no such condition as to improvements is imposed, the minimum prices are :—For 
agricultural land, ros. per acre ; pastoral land, 2s.; for trading or fishing purposes, £5; and for cocoanut planting, 5s. per acre. Areas not exceeding 50 acres may be sold under deferred payments, extending over 5 years, the minimum price in such 
cases being £1 per acre. 


The following is additional information for the year 1893-4 :—Population.—It is impossible to obtain anything more than a rude guess at the total of the indigenous population. The non-native population of the Possession in April, 1891, was 


about 272, of whom only 156 were whites, the remainder being chiefly Polynesians, Malays, &. Sources of Local Revenue.— Customs duties, £5,067; licences, £317; gold-fields, £54 ; fees, fines, &c., £1 37; miscellaneous, £292. Heads of Expenditure.— 
Salaries and allowances, £8,233; vessels, £1,308 ; buildings, £435 ; agriculture, £203 ; mail service, £750; and miscellaneous, £4,071. Chief Exports.—Béche-de-mer, value £1,714; pearl shell, value £3,366 ; copra, 450 tons, value £2,885. 


* Gold entered at Cooktown, Queensland, as received from British New Guinea, no other record being available. The number of miners on the gold-fields fell off from 700 or 800 in 1888-9 to only about 40 in 1891-2. The alluvial washing 
is stated to have come toan end. The miners are principally men who are acclimatized, and who possess such knowledge of the natives and of the country as often gives them great advantage over new comers, who are not likely to meet with success,
